This is a question which ought not to be decided in an atm osphere either

claim to be more of a guardian of the constitution than any other party. 
T h e present administration, in exploring to the fullest the powers of the fed­ 
e ra l government under the constitution, 
has perhaps rendered a 
greater 
service to the constitution than at any time since the liberals of an earlier 
day forced addition of the bill of rights to the document which had been 
draw n up Bo tile “liberty leaguers” of that day. 
it seems that we are about 
t« know in all ti-p<vt* ju*t how far the fishral government may go, and 
w hether that ktiowhclge is used lo confine federal efforts within the lines 
indicated or for moving alterations in the constitution to allow wider latitude, J 
the result will still be to contribute to the preservation of the constitution 
aud of American institutions. 


The constitution has I teen Changed before, and it may be changed many 
tim es in the future, 
it is not an unsealable prison wall set about us, nor a J 
dead hand reaching out of the past to forbid us full opportunity in the 
present. 
It is, instead, a living institution, and its greatest enemies a re those | 
w ho deny it to change as Ufo changes so as to com ane to live.

Uiti/.eiis may not quarrel with the supreme court s interpretation of the 
constitution at any time. 
It is a fact, howiwer, that that intel pi elation is 
colored, bv imperceptible accretion, with tin* weight et precedent and tra d i­ 
tion much of which was established when conditions in tins republic were 
f a r less complex than al present, 
o n a fresh reading, setting aside this store 
of precedent and tradition, the constitution might fairly he interpreted to 
authorize the .>pecial sort of taxation involved in the AAA just. as fully as 
it does the special sort of taxation involved in the protective tariff which has 
repeatedly b«*en employed lur benefit et one chis* of our citizenship ut the 
expense of the whole, 
indeed, th analogy between the AAA and the protec­ 
tive tariff is so obvious us to la* inescapable. 
If the government ui«ij tux 
the public for rhe benefit ok industry, on the theory that prosj>erous industry 
-contributes to the general welfare, logically it also may tax the public for the 
benefit of agriculture, whose prosperity all things show to Ik* indispensable 


to the general welfare. 


T he adm inistration, of course, must act promptly and decisively to con­ 
tinue, in the AAA ease, w hatever fostership of agriculture’s economic good 
is possible w ithin the limits set down by rhe supreme court. 
When this is 
done, the question will remain w hether the constitution should be changed; 
aud m ore pressingly if the adminintrat km finds itself unable to ix*rpetuate j 
m uch of the policy which, iii a few short years, by restoring the economic 
a c rity of agriculture, has set the nation on the road to normal industry from 
which it w as hurled by the failure? of farm purchasing power.— Fort W orth 
Star-Telegram.
